per acre of wheat is less, of course, 
than for cultivated crops. 
Where la­ 
bor's scarce wheat and oats are, there­ 
fore, to be looked upon with favor. 
But the labor problem involveJ in 
producing wheat will not be complete­ 
ly solved unless the farmer goes in for 
large yields per acre. 
It requires no 
more preparation, and seed, to grow 
a big crop of wheat than a small one. 
Therefore, the intelligent farmer will 
look well to hie soil treatment so that 
maximum yields may be made at a 
minimum cost per bushel. Farm labor 
Is too expensive to neglect this precau­ 
tion. 
P R E P A R A T IO N — Wheat and Oats 
do best on upland soils. 
The stiffer, 
firmer soils are preferred. But It does 
sot pay to sow these crops on eroded, 
thin soiled slopes, 
lf the crop is to 
follow cotton, corn or other cultivated 
stop, the soil may be disked. 
Deep 
breaking is not necessary. After drill­ 
ing in the seed, the soil may be firmed 
and smoothed with a roller. 
F E R T I L I Z A T I O N — Intelligent fertil 
zation will pay on wheat and 
oats 
Fertilizers will create a good root de­ 
velopment and thus protect the plant 
against winter killing; they will hasten 
the growth of wheat that has been 
town late on account of the Hessian 
fly; it will increase stooling or tiller- 
jig, and make plumper grain and full 
sr heads; and well-fed plants are also 
nore resistant to rust and other dis 


aas es. 
An application of nitrogen in late 
winter or early spring will prove very 
lelpful in giving the grain crops a vig 
irous new start. 
GOOD SEED—A variety of wheat 
nay be good, 
but the germinating 
power of the seed poor. 
A farmer 
ihould give more attention to 
his 
wheat and oat seed. 
He should find 
rot their yielding record. 
Different 
{trains of a variety will have different 
yielding ability. 
Get only the best— 
t pays 
Good seed includes clean seed. Make 
.hero smui-free by a dip into 
biue 
{tone. 
Use only the varieties that have 
•ust resistance power. 
Farmers of the cotton belt would do 
well to go into the growing of cereals 
jn a broader scale. 
Small grains fit

They provide necessities, and thereby 
add to the independence of the farm 
er and to his power to conserve the re­ 
urns from his money crops.

Southern soils are much in need of 
organic matter or humus. 
An excel 
lent opportunity for providing it is af 
forded by rye sown in the fall and 
turned under in the spring. 
Not only 
will it increase the organic contents 
of the soil, but it will conserve plant 
food and increase the yields of sub 
sequent crops. 
It uses nitrogen that 
would have leached out and would have 
been lost during the fall and winter. 
It also utilizes the phosphoric acid and 
potash that becomes soluble during the 
winier. 
All these and thor elements 
of plant food go Into the ground with 
the spring plowing and will be releas 
ed for the subsequent crops. 
Winter legumes are excellent where 
they can be grown with success, but it 
is much easier to get a stand of rye 
on all kinds of soils and un-’er vari­ 
ous climatic conditions. 
Rye is in 
fact the most dependable crop 
for 
poor soils, and it is the poor soil, of 
course, 
which needs a winter-crop 
most. 
Mistakes are sometimes made in a 
failure to plow under rye at tile right 
time. 
If the spring is dry it should 
be turned under early, no matter what 
its stnce of growth is. 
The danger 
of course, is that rye will pump out 
too much soil moisture, rendering the 
soil hard and lumpy when plowed arn) 
giving the following crop a poor show. 
lf the spring is wet or normal, of 
course, the rye should be allowed to 
grow aa long as possible, since it will 
be adding benefits to the soil. 
Rye being such a good soil helper 
ought to be given a better show than 
is usually accorded it. 
The seed bed 
should be wed prepared and fertiliser* 
should be applied, to both of w^ilafc It 
makes ready response.

about $50 worth of play equipment 
has been installed, which, according 
to Superintendent Johnston, will ac­ 
commodate about fifty children at a 
time.

D ur­ 
ing the many years

school building has been located at 
its present site, the children have 
been without playgrounds, except as 
they appropriated adjoining lots for 
makeshift ball grounds, etc. 
The old 
rocky hill has been bare and un­ 
sightly, covered witn rocks and gra­ 
vel, with only a basketball court to 
furnish am usem ent, and with noth­ 
ing to am use or furnish recreation 
for the prim ary students. 
We have 
no m others’ club or parent-teachers’ 
association to look afte r the needed 
improvements, so we are gratified 
that 
Superintendent Johnston has 
taken the lead in th** m atter. 
There 
is hardly a school in Texas the size 
of D ecatur’s which has not several 
hundred dollars’ w orth of playground 
equipment, and it ts indeed deplor­ 
able that wre are so far behind in 
such an im portant m atter. 
The well­ 
equipped school playground is just 
as im portant as the comfortable and 
inviting school room. 
The whole­ 
some recreation is ju st as necessary 
to the child as is proper instruction. 
W ith a very small outlay of funds- 
a mere pittance from each patron of 
the school— we could beautify and 
equip our school playground to an 
extent that our children would de­ 
light in going to school;

T he spread of onion smut into the 
large northern onion sections and its 
Increasing prevalence each year have 
emphasized the importance of a p rac­ 
tical means of control for this desease. 
A fte r careful experimentation, special­ 
ists of the United S tates department 
of agriculture recommend a solution of 
formaldehyde in the furrow with the 
seed. 
Onion smut is caused by a fungous 
p arasite which lives In the soil and, 
when once introduced, spreads slowly 
so adjoining areas. 
In the spring, at 
th e time when the onion seeds are 
germinating, the smut spores, or seed 
bodies, also germinate and infect the 
young 
seedlings, 
causing 
brown 
to 
black elongated 
blisters 
within 
the 
denies 
or 
leaves, 
which 
often 
split 
open, 
exposing 
the 
powdery 
black 
m asses 
of 
spores.

is assumed that the wide-awake 
gardener hits been busy long before 
the weal.her is warm enough to sow 
a ry seed 
in the open ground; that a 
window box or hotbed has been pro­ 
vided. and that a supply of plants of 
tomatoes, peppers, early cabbage and 
eggplant are under way to set in the 
garden as soon as danger of frost is 
past. 
If plenty of indoor space is avail­ 
able, such crops as snap beans, cu­ 
cumbers. cantaloupes and even sweet 
corn may be started in flower pots, 
paper bands or berry boxes filled with 
good soil, and they will be of consid­ 
erable size by the time tile air is warm 
enough to plant them outdoors. Plants 
that are grown in the house or in the 
hotbed must be hardened or adapted 
to outdoor conditions before they are 
set in the open ground.
